2. Elks Club Noise Disturbance 
Juliana Rice, Town Counsel 

Before the Board were Police reports and resident emails in reference to complaints and also material submitted on behalf of the 
Elk's Club. 

Ms. Rice opened the public meeting by asking for the public's input to noise disturbance 
from the Elk's Club. 

The Trischitta's (Carmen and Paul) 5 Pond Terrace, reported they have lived there for 40 years and have no complaints. In the 
early days there were problems, but they approached the Elk's Club and they were addressed immediately. They further stated 
that the area has many noise related places, Elk's Club, Boy's Club, Spy Pond Field, bike path, and playground/parking lot, anyone 
buying or renting in this area is fully aware of what's around. 

Attorney John Leone spoke on behalf of the Bk's Club (Joe Schanda, Manager, and Bill Copithorne, Board of Trustees Chairman 
w ere in attendance) regarding noise complaints stating some w here not club related and others w here unfounded according to 
Police. The complaints that were related to the Bk's have been discussed and remedies put in place to diminish noise.
